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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Consumption  continued  to  increase  throughout  the  yearn  largely  due  to 
the  number  of  farms  being  connected  and  to  new  conne.ction’s  in  -\n.Llages  .'vviiichi 
originadly  only  had  stand-tap  supplies.  That  there  v;as  no  real  shortage  in  some 
parishes  was  only  duo  to  the  exceptionally  rainy  season. 

Again,  one  must  emphasise  the  very  sm<:dl  storatge  capacity  of  several  scht-mos. 
The  encouragement  now  given  to  conversion  to  water  closets  is  bound  to  show  an  offoct 
on  water  consumption.  Where  wader  storage  is  poor  the  increased  conversion  policy 
v/ill,  in  a dry  season,  result  in  a far  more  serious  nuisance  than  was  over  caused  by 
privy-middens . 

The  policy  of  the  Council  for  post-war  schemos  and  imprcvoments  is  to 
augment  suitable  large  scale  sources  and  whore  possible  to  link  these  one  to  another. 

The  more  one  sees  of  the  difficulties  whoro  sup_.>ly  or  storage  ai’u  deficient  the  more 
one  is  convinced  that  this  policy  is  thu  correct  one. 

The  great  difficulty  will  be  in  deeding  with  the  Western  and  South  V/estorn 
parts  of  the  district,  where  the  geological  formation  is  mainly  limestone,  come  of 
the  present  supplies  in  this  area  are  far  from  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quantity 
and  qualitv.  v^dere  then  can  on^  find  an  abundant  supply  for  the  vvhcle  of  this  area? 
Unless  one  resorts  to  boring  there  is,  in  my  opinion,  only  one  source  to  meet  a.11 
requirements.  This  is  the  Magpie  I'/iino  Sough  adit  openiiog  to  the  Wve  v/ith  an  approximate 
dailv  flow  of  8,000,000  gallons.  Comprehensive  treatment  would  be  necessary.  Firstly 
softening,  and  secondly  the  ensurance  of  purity  by  pressure  filters  and  chlorination. 
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It  is  necessary  to  stress  treatmont  for  ensuring  purity  since  samples  ma-''-  shov/  no 
bacteriological  signs  of  pollution  and  yot  the  na.ture  of  the  source  and  geological 
formation  render  the  water  liable  to  heavy  contamination  at  'unv  time. 

It  is  of  course  hardl^^  necessamv  to  say  that  the  use  of  this  source  would 
entail  large  scale  pumping  to  a service  resoryoir  somea/here  in  the  Taddington  region. 
From  such  a central  reservoir  ma.nv  villa.ges  could  be  sux^plied  as  well  as  a large 
agricultural  area.  A Unit  with  the  augmented  Stoke  Hat  system  would  be  a possible  part 
of  the  scheme. 

I submit  that  by  such  means  a pure  and  unrestricted  supply  could  bo  given 
to  Taddington,  Sheldon,  Flagg,  Honyasii,  Chelmorton,  ?/iillers  Dale,  t'yer  Haddon,  and 
Birchover,  oven  as  far  as  Stanton. 

At  the  scmie  tijiie  the  full  extensions  from  Stoke  Flat  should  be  proceeded 
v/itli.  The  scheme  visualised  by  your  Surveyor  seems  admirable,  vizr'  - to  link  Stoke 
Flat  with  Fir.om  Supply  and  continue  a main  to  connect  with  Great  Hucklov/.  It  would  be 
from  such  an  extension  that  Litton  and  TidosvToll  v/ould  be  supplied.  At ’a  lator  de.tc  a 
comprehensive  link-up  of  all  larger  schemes  v/ould  bo  possible. 

There  are  no  fresh  obswrva.tions  to  offer  on  Plumbo-Solvency  which  was  dealt 
with  in  my  report  for  1943, 


Sa/ffiBAGE. 

No’ alter ati'.- ns  took  place  during  the  year  and  the  existing  works  functioned 
satisfactorily.  The  continued  overloading  of  Grindleford  works  makes  it  impossible 
to  obtain  a constant  effluent  of  satisfactory  standard. 

Porho.ps  the  time  is  cpjjcrtune  to  remind  the  Council  of  the  Parishes  whore 
proper  sewerage  disposal  is  required.  Foremost  among  thes^j  are  Taddington,  Bradwell, 
-Elton  and  -itvam  where  the  existing  conditions  are  exceptionally  bad. 


HOUSING. 

A start  has  been  ma.de  on  a detailed  survey  of  some  villages  which  ha.d  not 
been  reviewed  for  the  four  pre-war  years. 

It  is  hardl^^  nocessam^  to  refer  to  the  acute  shortage  of  houses, while  tho 
condition  of  some  premises,  condemned  before  the  war,  h.ardly  bears  contemplation, 
v/hen  building  is  possible  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  everything  possible  will  ’do  done  to 
expedite  matters  by  all  Authorities  concerned. 


MLK. 

I can  report  no  g^^neral  iraprov^ment  in  the  cleanliness  of  milk  production 
and  retcdl.  It  ha.s  not  proved  possible  to  carry  out  a full  inspection  of  farms,  but 
one  already  knows  that  many  producers,  under  tlie  stress  of  war-time  demands,  are  keeping 
and  milking  cows  in  most  unsatisfactory  conditions.  On  the  other  hand  there  have 
been  several  instances  of  improvements  such  c.s  the  provision  of  dairies,  cooling 
plants  etc.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  as  the  building  situation  becomes  easier,  there 
will  bo  many  more  improvements  along  these  linos. 

Particularly  objectionable  from  a cleanliness  standpoint  are  those  who 
keep  0.  fev/  cov/s  in  ramshackle  buildings  without  a dairy  at  all  and  depend  on  scullory 
or  kitchen  facilities  (often  at  a distance)  for  the  necessary  cloa,ning  of  utensils. 

On  the  other  side  there  a.re  far  too  many  consumers  who  leave  containers  for  milk  on 
doorsteps  for  indefinite  periods,  and  run  all  the  risks  of  dust  borne  infection. 

Indeed  it  is  surprising  that  so  many  of  tho  populs-ticn  are  ro,?.lly  indifferent  to  the 
purity  of  the  milk  they  use. 


PUBLIC  U LEANSING. 

There  were  four  lorries  working  on  your  direct  labour  refuse-collection 
schemes  throughout  the  year."'  On  a.  recoromendation  made  early  in  the  year  it  was  agreed 
to  obtain  an  additional  lorry  to  work  the  fifth  area  of  direct  labour  collection  but 
at  the  end  of  the  year  this  vehicle  had  not  a.rrivcd. 

An  arrangement  was  made  durirjg  the  year  for  tho  periodic  clearance  of  refuse 
from  a central  dump  at  Great  Hucklov;. 

Prom  June  until  tho  end  of  the  year  Hathersage  tip  v;as  not  in  use,  the  Council 
having  been  givun  notice  to  leave  it.  This  entailed  the  additional  journey  to  Coombs 
Dale  to  dispose  of  Hathersage  Refuse. 

Tipping  continued  satisfactorily  at  Coombs  Dale. 
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Tho  collocti  n of  3. ilv -.go  still  r^ts.rds  tho  work,  but  tho  sjuount  of 
s^lvago  is  diminishiiig  c''nsid’^robly , 

Thorij  v/as  considoroblu  difficulty,  parti cul,..rly  tov/ards  th^-  cm  cf  tn^^ 
year,  in  maintaining  the  schemes,  ov/ing  to  illness  and  ars'cnct;  from  v/'^rk  of 
employ OuS .

MEAT  IN3PECTI(.No 

c nco  again  the  Central  SlCuUghte-r  House  at  Bakev;ell  has  been  used  to  capacitv. 
The  accommodation  available  is  quite  inadequate  for  the  demands  ma.dt^  upon  it.  The 
resultant  overcrowding  hinders  inspection  and  causes  various  difficulties  and 
undesirable  features.  To  give  a few  examples.  There  is  n:  screening  from  flies; 
and  cleaning  is  difficult  as  the  slaughter  house  is  Seldom  empty.  The  arrangements 
for  the  hanging  of  organs  ,are  haphazard  and  frequentl-'’-  make  it  impossible  to  rela.te 
crg.ans  to  a given  carcase.  There  should  be  some  arrangement  for  numbering  of 
carcases  and  org^ins. 

Removal  of  offal  should  be  c.arried  cut  dailv  but  the  present  system  does 
not  allov/  for  this.  In  mA,/-  opinion  a.  separate  covered  and  sersv^ned  shed  sh' uld  be 
provided  for  the  storing  of  all  unedible  offal  - even  if  it  ha.s  to  remain  onlA/  for 
a few  hours  before  remcva.l. 
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In  briuf  it  must  bu  admittod  that  the  present  premises  ar<j  toe  small, 
unsuitable  and  badlv  sited. 

Another  matter  requiring  imiaodiatu  attention  is  the  method  of  transport 
of  moat  after  allocation  to  the  varioias  districts.  Vans  or  lorries  for  this  nur-'Xse 
should  be  of  special  construction  and  ix't  merely  adaptod  cattle  veiis  or  ordin-,rv 
lorries.  Thwor  should  be  reserved  for  m^at  transport  and  under  no  circumstonces 
bo  used  for  other  purposes. 

Th^  figures  giv^a  in  this  report  uogeth^r  with  tb.r  s.^  f^r  previ'^us  ^'-.^ars 


afford" abundant  proof  of  tiie  need  for  a continua.tion  of  cc.ntraJ.  slaughtering, 
bnly  by  such  means  can  on^  fed  moderately  confident  that  all  cajrca.sos  a.r^  insp^-cted, 
I feel  confident  that  no  one  outside  "the  trade"  will  v/ish  to  see  the  resurrection 
of  the  multitude  of  small  priva.te  slaughter  houses,  frier  to  the  v^ar  the  Government 
had  under  consideration  a scheme  v/hich  wculd  have  entailed  centro.lisaticn  on  a very 
large  sca.lo.  From  many  points  of  view  I consider  tiia.t  centralisa.tion  of  slaughtering 
should  not  cover  too  v/ide  an  area,  ’i’he  consumer  is  the  person  most  to  bo  considered 


and  it  appears  that  consumers'  interests  a.re  best  served  when  butchers  can  buy  freely 
in  on  open  menket.  This  visualises  a continuance  of  grading  and  a.lso  provision 
for  butchers  to  bo  free  to  buy  their  own  choice  of  graded  .niimals. 

The  quosti'^n  would  appear  to  be  firstly  the  location  of  a new  central 
slaughter  house  and  secondly  the  authority  responsible  for  tlie  provision  and  management 
of  the  premises. 


To  tadee  the  first  proposition.  If  the  area  to  be  served  is  the  saoie^  or 
similar  to,  the  present  then  the  location  is  almost  automaticallv  fixed  by  the 
manket  and  gra.ding  arrangements  v/hich  centre  round  the  manket. 


In  regard  to  the  second  question  the  choice  appears  to  be  between  a Local 
Author! tv,  or  combination  of  Local  Authorities,  and  a Centra.l  Author! tv  - in  other 
words  the  Government  - through  onu  of  the  I/iinistries . 

To  such  a.  central  slaughter  house  all  butchers  in  tho  ar^a  could  send  their 
own  choice  of  ainimals  to  be  killed,  hung  and  inspected.  The  management  would  ha.ve 
to  be  entirela  dissociated  from  all  local  interests.  Inspection  could  be  shared, 
as  at  present,  between  the  Inspectors  of  the  three  districts  included  in  the  scheme.
